Those who when they read tlie 
uprightly “The Prisoner of Zeuda" were 
Inclined to look upon the incidents as 
belonging to the realm of the impossi¬ 
ble romance will find that recent events 
in Bulgarin prove that the deeds of Ru¬ 
dolph and Rupert, Michael and tlie re¬ 
doubtable Snpt can lie duplicated al¬ 
most any day in tlie Balkan countries. 
'A captain, a prefect of police and a 
Igendarme have been arrested at Phil- 
ippopolis on tlie charge of murdering 
en opera singer, a beautiful girl named 
'Auua Szimon. The captain became 
fired of her and himi the other two 
to help put her out of the way. She 
was chloroformed and drowned in the 
(river. The prefect of police lias cou- 
ifessed, ami says that the captain and 
{Prince Ferdinand of Bulgaria ordered 
(him to kill tlie woman. The captain 
{was a cadet in the palace and was one 
of the men who kidnaped Prince Alex¬ 
ander of Bulgaria and drove off with 
(him to the sea coast. This lie did at 
{Ferdinand’s request in order that the 
(latter might succeed to the throne. He 
recently made a rich marriage, upon 
Which he threw the opera singer over. 
If these details were in the hands of 
{Anthony Hope he might give 11 s some¬ 
thing beside which the romance of 
Zenda would appear pale. 

The carelessness of a New York phy¬ 
sician subjected him to a distressing 
humiliation, but revealed a form of fa¬ 
cial embellishment of which hitherto 
(little has been known. An "upper set” 
of teeth was mislaid and lost, but the 
no viil F *gture of tile in ^ ri mu . is tbA re¬ 


ported fact that the “upper set” was 
of the “winning smile" variety. By 
means of this work of dental art It 
appears that an otherwise morose de¬ 
meanor and possibly repelling mien 
were transformed into a captivating 
expression, so essential to the success 
of a physician. It is not to be suppos¬ 
ed that “upper sets" are limited to the 
production of “winning smiles.” if 
the science of dentistry lias reached 
tlie smile stage it is not too much to 
believe that all tlie other varieties of 
human facial expression ran be simu¬ 
lated. But speculation on this inter¬ 
esting subject must wait until a fuller 
investigation of all tlie facts is made. 
In tlie meantime there will lie a gen¬ 
eral desire to know whether tlie fa¬ 
mous smile of Theodore Roosevelt is 
real or of this manufactured variety. 

What might lie termed the latest fea¬ 
ture of scientific kindergarten training 
is tlie projiosition to eliminate "baby 
talk” from tlie nursery -in fact, to 
sweep it off tlie face of lmbyland. The 
reform is based on the fact that par¬ 
ents are largely responsible for the 
idiosyncrasies of baby language, and 
that it would tie about as easy to teach 
the rising generation the proper pro¬ 
nunciation of words at the beginning 
as to wait until they reach an advanc¬ 
ed stage in youth. This "drill in pure 
phonics,” as it is called, may lie able 
to accomplish in time what its advo¬ 
cates claim for it, blit wliat practical 
advantage will have been obtained? 
No one seriously asserts that the lan¬ 
guage of babyland retards the child's 
learning when greater maturity has 
been ranched, nor that there Is any 
suggestion of permanent effect. The 
most that can lie accomplished, there¬ 
fore, is to train tlie baby to avoid the 
cooing preliminaries in language 
learning and to make the change ab¬ 
ruptly from a fascinating creature that 
expresses all emotions by protracted 
howls to a dignified infant that prides 
itself in its perfection in articulation. 
A suggestion of what might la* possi¬ 
ble in tltis respect lias come through 
the allegedly funny periodicals in 
sketches of life in Boston nurseries. 
The imagination can picture the pre¬ 
cocious baby calling distinctly for its 
“lacteal fluid.” But the picture Is far 
from alluring and few people would 
care to have it reproduced at their own 
hearthstones. There are few mem¬ 
ories more dear than the memories of 
the caressing syllables of baby talk. 
There are few lives which would not 
suffer a distinct and grievous loss if 
those memories were ruthlessly cut off. 
Are there not enough serious, import¬ 
ant tilings in life to engage tlie energies 
of people without making attacks on 
a harmless source of universal de¬ 
light? 


OUR SUNDAY SERMONS 


A London schoolboy committed sul- 1 
chle last month, leaving behind a pa- j 
thetio letter saying that he could not 
stand the abuse to which lie was sub- j 
jecteil by his fellows at school. There 
was practically no Investigation of the ' 
matter except that which elicited tlie 
remark of the master that the youth 1 
was of a very sensitive nature, mid the | 
jury brought in a verdict of death 
while temporarily insane. Youth of all 
nationalities Is proverbially cruel, but 
the crudest of all are the boys of the J 
Anglo-Saxon race. Since tlie begin- | 
JiLngs of education the schools of En- 1 
gland have been the scene of a long j 
series of petty tyrannies calculated to 
develop bullies or to result, as tills un¬ 
fortunate case did, In suicide. Anyone 
who lias read “Tom Brown’s School 
Days” will remember tlie miserable 
servitude which tlie younger and more 
timid boys were obliged to live in und 
tin* brutal treatment to which they 
were subjected. This custom of “fag¬ 
ging - ' is upheld by tlie English people, 
and even the gentle Thomas Hughes 
excused it. It is sup]>osed to develop 
manliness in youth. At least that la 
whai the English urge in Its defense. 
But it does nothing of tlie kind. Where 
it does not break tlie spirit of the boy. 
as in tin* ease of the unfortunate youth 
alluded to, It is nipt to create bullies ot 
tlie worst kind. In America schools 
and colleges are l>y 110 means so five 
from cruelty of tills sort that (England 
can be condemned unsparingly, but tlie 
fag system lias never obtained here ami 
never could. It would be luqiossible 
for a Ixiy to be hounded to death in tills 
country for the reasons which led the 
Engl I all lad to take Ills life. It was 
liis advocacy of tlie Greek cause which 
got 1 dm Into such disrepute with his 
fellows. Tlie partisanship of the' sires 
Is not transmitted in this degree 1 to the 
sons in this country, "’lie curious tilling 
about tlie English case is that tin* par¬ 
ents seem to take the death of their 
boy as a matter of course. 

Darwinian Theory In China. 

As in everything else, tlie Chinese 
have their own and original Darwinian 
theory. Explaining the movements of 
winds, rains, clouds and of tlie earth 
itself In a unique way, they go on to 
trace the descent of the human kind. 
When the earth became fitted to 
sustain life small herbs were the first 
to put in an appearance. Then came 
strong shrubs and trees. As the body 
of mail, unwashed for years, breeds 
vermin, so the mountains, uulaved by 
the '.eas, bred worms and insects, 
greater creatures always developing 
from the lesser. In the course of un¬ 
told ages licetles became turtles, earth¬ 
worms became seri>euts ami high-fly¬ 
ing Insects became birds. Mice de¬ 
velop'd Into wildcats, and the wildcats 
into tigers.

What 
magnificent faith Is demanded by some 
I thinkers who spurn the faith of be¬ 
lievers In a Divine revelation.—Chris¬ 
tian Commonwealth. 

“Dead Lanarnnsrea.’’ 

“The expression ‘dead language’ Is 
almost constantly used in a mislead- 
| ing connection,” says Prof. Arthur Dut- 
, ton. “There are doubtless hundreds of 
dead languages, of which none but 
| antiquarians have any knowledge, blit 
I the dead languages taught iu our uni- 
j versifies and colleges have a good deal 
of life left in them yet. The name is 
I almost universally applied to Greek, 
Hebrew and Latin. A quarter of a 
1 century ago It certainly looked as 
though Greek was dying out of ex- 
; lsteuce altogether, but since modern 
j Greece has surprised even its best 
friends by the new life it has taken 
I up, the ptires' Greek is lioing spoken in 
and around Athens. It is quite a mis- 
j take to suggest that modern Greek dif- 
j fers so much from that of the former 
| rulers of the world that the man who 
| knows one cannot understand the oth¬ 
er. The tendency of modern times lias 
been rather to bridge over the differ¬ 
ences, and the Greek now spoken is 
very pure. Not only is Latin in use 
now among church dignitaries and 
others with scarcely any variation 
since thp days of Virgil and Caesar, but 
there are thousands of people in Eu¬ 
rope who list 1 it in every-day life, al¬ 
though, of course, it is not at all like 
the language of the Italians. As to He¬ 
brew, it has always been maintained 
In Its purity, and cannot by any stretch 
of reasoning he regarded as a dead lan¬ 
guage.” 

There is no race who speak Latin as 
their vernacular. They learn Latin 
from books and teachers. But He¬ 
brew and Greek, the languages In 
which God has spoken to men, have 
never died. There never has been a 
day since God’s thoughts were embod¬ 
ied iu human speech, when there have 
not been men on earth who have 
known Hebrew and Greek from child¬ 
hood, and who could read and Inter¬ 
pret the sacred hooks. When God fills 
a language with his living word it does 
not die. 

Tobncco-Uainat Ministers. 

Most tobacco-using ministers would 
be astonished If they knew to liow 
many In their congregations tlieir 
stench of person renders them offen¬ 
sive; how many housekeepers open 
j their doors and windows, to air their 
1 rooms after their pastor’s call; how 
j many persons shrink from the liause-

; the foul residuum of stale tobacco 
smoke. There is no such thing as a 
clean room where tobacco is used. Said 
a gentleman recently: "I had a smok¬ 
ing clergyman at my house for some 
weeks. He smoked iu tlie room which 
he used as a study; he has been away 
from us now five months. We have 
done everything I 11 our power to cleanse 
j that room; but on a damp day. when 
the air Is heavy, the smell of old to¬ 
bacco smoke is distinctly perceptible 
there.” 

How would Paul and Peter and John 
look, standing up now among the peo¬ 
ple In the house of God. with quids of 
tobacco in their mouths, with its juices 
defiling their lips, spitting the stuff 
j iu every direction: spending teu or 
I twenty dollars every year ou this besot¬ 
ting. enslaving sin. and preaching the 
I doctrine of self-denial, crucifixion of 


the flesh, pecnnfaisi economy, and Ilberw 
al support of the Lord's treasury?— 
The Christian. 

Hard Times, 

Amid the general cry of hard times 
it would be well to look at things as 
they are and to compare our own pres- 1 
ent condition with that of other na¬ 
tions. The average daily wages of the 
working mun in China is lb cents; In- j 
dia, 12 cents; Japan, 15 cents; South i 
-America, 20 cents; Mexico. 25 cents, j 
Poor Africa, 4 to 7 exmts, is worse off 
than any of them. God has not been 
lnstrnsting his riches to us without a 
purpose. 

If we full to do his will and use them 
to send the gospel to less favored na¬ 
tions, he muy withdraw them from us 
altogether. When the rich man found 
that his steward was wasting his goods | 
he said to him; “Give an account of j 
thy stewardship, for thou inayest be no 
longer steward,” Luke xvl„ 1, 2. The 
United States have $400,000,000 in the 
suvings banks. All Europe has only 
$050,000,000. See Matt. vl„ 19-21. We 
spend $ 22 , 000,000 on chewing-gum ev¬ 
ery year, and give only $4,000,000 to 
send the gospel to a great lost world. 
Do the Christian people consider It 
more Important to chew gum than to 
evangelize the heathen? We spend 
$ 000 , 000,000 annually on jewelry, $800,- 
000,000 on tobacco, $1,500,000,000 on 
liquors, and yet we continue to cry, 
“Too poor.” If every church-member 
in this country would deny himself 
some luxury, and pay 25 cents a week 
for missions, there would be about 
$ 200 , 000,000 a year—fifty times as 
much as we are now giving—and every 
creature could then receive tlie gospel 
within a limit of live years.—Brooklyn 
Mission Journal. 

The Greatest Text In the Bible. 

Love Is the highest experience of the 
human soul. Faith and hope, It is true, 
are gifts from God to man, but love 
is the very essence of God Himself. 
God Is love. When God Imparts love 
to us He imparts Himself. “Every 
one that loveth Is born of God, and 
knoweth God.”

Iu 1885, at the annual 
banquet of the Chamber of Commerce 
of New York, Mr. Stranahan made a 
speech in favor of Greater New York, 
but lie at that time only struck with a 
firmer hand the string he had lieen 
harping on for many years before. Mr. 
Stranahan came to Brooklyn from 
Newark in 1844 and became interested 
in docks. To-day lie owns a large 
share of the Atlantic Dock Company’s 
stock. He ran for Mayor In 1851. In 
1854 he was elected to Congress. He 
was a delegate to tlie Republican na¬ 
tional conventions of 1800 and in 1888 
lie was a Harrison elector. No citizen 
of Brooklyn has manifested a more 
public spirit than lias lie. lie has been 
part of the great growth of Brooklyn, 
and even of New York, and he lias ever 
Insisted that the time would come 
when it would be no longer possible 
to maintain two separate governments 
for one municipality. 

Her Bier a Plano. 

The latest thing iu biers is a piano, 
and the credit for Introducing the nov¬ 
elty belong to Jessie E. Clinton, 11 Ken¬ 
tucky music teacher. She lmd been a 
pianist and until her health failed a 
few moulds ago was a teacher in tlie 
Sumerset lKy .1 schools. She was com¬ 
pelled to resign and go to her mother’s 
home In Louisville to die. 

Willie she was able to be up she 
played dally at her piano, a large 
square model. Wheu she became too 
weak to play she had some of her 
friends play on the instrument. 

Just before her death she told her 
mother that she did not wish to be 
laid out iu a coffin, lint upon the piano, 
which she had owned for ten years.

A M1DM3CEAN ADVENTURE. 

Two Hardy X or w eg lua Make a Wou— 
dfcrful Voyage. 

On the afternoon of June 7, 1800. two- 
Norwegians., George- G. Harbo and, 
Frank G..Samuelson,. set out from New. 
York for Havre in a rowboat. They 
were provisioned for sixty days, and' 
though their seafaring friends looked, 
upon them, as crazy,, they believed that 
they had tukeu all necessary precau¬ 
tions, and should find themselves equal 
to the work they had undertaken. And 
so they did. as the event proved, for 
in March last they lauded again in 
New York, having reached Europe and 
taken passage back in a sieamer. Their 
experiences, which were sufficiently 
exciting and dangerous, are narrated 
at some length In the New York. Her¬ 
ald, from which we quote a description 
of their worst adventure. It occurred 
on the 10th of July, the third day of a 
terrible westerly gale. 

One of them had to be always at the 
oars, not rowing but keeping the boat’s 
head to the storm. It was terrible 
work. The lookout man would shout, 
“Here comes one!’ and the- oarsman 
would drop his oars aud hug the seats 
while the breaker rolled over. And 
then would come the work of recover¬ 
ing the washed-over oars—no small la¬ 
bor in that tiny boat and that sea, not¬ 
withstanding that the oars were held 
by lines. 

Imagine this battle continued for 
seventy-two consecutive hours! 

All day through July 10th they waged 
this struggle with tlie elements. But 
the worst was to come at night. It was 
a dry stonu. The night was bright, 
and so, fortunately, the big waves were 
readily made out. 

It was quite dark when Samuelson, 
who was on watch, cried out: 

“Oh, here’s a big one! Do you see 
that one?” 

“We’ll never clear It!” gasped Harbo, 
dropping his oars and clinging fast. 

In was, Indeed, an immense wave 
when seen from fhe tiny boat, whose 
sides were now scarcely above the 
water’s edge. It towered black against 
tlie sky, shutting off the horizon, 
creaming at the apex, rushing with the 
speed of an express. 

The wave struck them on the port 
bow, and upset the boat. 

It was a frightful moment. And how 
well tlie men were repaid for all their 
precautions! Each man wore a life¬ 
belt made of reindeer hair, and was 
fastened to the gunwale of the boat by 
three fathoms of line. So, after men 
and boat had tossed and rolled togeth¬ 
er In wild confusion in the waters, 
each man promptly got back to ship 
again by pulling himself in hand over 
hand. 

They found the boat upside down. 
Struggling together on one side, they 
tried their best to right her, aud for a 
while in vain. But even tills emergen¬ 
cy had not been neglected iu tlie prep¬ 
aration. and tlie keel of the boat was 
provided with a liand-rail for Just such 
a contingency. Working together, they 
succeeded in laying hold of this, aud 
then their combined efforts turned the 
boat. 

One of them now swam to the oppo¬ 
site side, and together they climbed 
iu, and set to bailing with all their 
might. G 

All that night the two bruised, fam¬ 
ished and nearly exhausted men strug¬ 
gled with the sea. They prevailed, aud 
toward morning tlie wind abated, and 
the next day was pleasant. Iu its 
noon sunshine each in turn stripped 
and wrung his clothes, and dressed 
again in tlie damp garments. 

It was a narrow escape. They could 
not have held out much longer. Less 
hardy men could not have survived as 
It was. Botli were nearly dead. That 
afternoon of June 11, lieginning at 1 
o’clock, Samuelson took a three hours’ 
turn alone, while Ilnrlio, nearly perish¬ 
ing, slept, When waked up at 4 o'clock, 
lie could not move. His body was con¬ 
siderably swollen, and his joints were 
stiff. Samuelson helped him to the 
oars, and himself crawled under the 
canvas. 

For a time it was impossible for Har¬ 
bo to move, but finally he was able to 
row a little, and then literally worked 
off Ills stiffness. Samuelson was sim¬ 
ilarly affected when he awoke. 

Good weather followed, the men re¬ 
covered their energies, and after seven 
weeks more of varied adventures they 
arrived at Havre. 

Where Shells Arc Still Money. 

Persons who have traveled In Orien¬ 
tal countries have frequently encoun¬ 
tered shell money. Many Americana 
have brought specimens of it home 
with them as souvenirs. Investigations 
by tlie director of the United States 
mint show that in many parts of Asia 
and Africa cowries, or small shells, are 
still used as a medium of exchange for 
small values. The cowrie in Siam is 
the smallest imit of value. It would 
take about 107 cowries to make one 
American cent. At tlie mint in Bang¬ 
kok the range of values is as follows: 
Eight hundred cowries equal 1 fuaug, 
2 fuangs equal 1 salting, 4 sailings 
equal 1 bat or tieal, :iud 1 bat or tical 
equals about 00 cents of United States 
money. In Siam 219 or 220 cowries 
are reckoned equal to 1 penny sterling; 
—New York Times. 

Writing. 

Constant dipping of the pen into the 
Ink while writing may be avoided by 
inserting two pens of the same size in 
the penholder, the inner one to project 
a little.

I have lived for the past ten years, is 
a French penal colony,” said C. G. 
Freeman, an English gentleman. “1 
went there for my health, expecting to 
stay only a short time, but went into 
the business of raising coffee, for I 
which that country is well adapted, | 
and finally concluded to stay penua- 
inently. New Caledonia is 1,200 miles 
east of Australia, and, although within 
tile tropics, lias a delightful climate 
for ten months in the year. Dnrtftg 
January and February the weather is 
so excessively hot that one cannot live 
in comfort. It is forty miles wide by 
400 long. 

"There are between 5,000 nnd 6.000 J 
convicts on the island, and perhaps an 
equal number of ticket of leave men— 
•hat is. men who have served out their 
terms of Imprisonment, but who are 
forbidden to leave, and have to report j 
to i he authorities twice a year. They | 
are a miserable, spiritless lot, tlnase 
ticket of leave fellows, who work just 
enough to keep from starvation, and 
whose highest ambition is to get mon¬ 
ey enough fora debauch.

In¬ 
deed. liow the idea ever came into ex¬ 
istence is a mystery, seeing that the 
tinest, whitest and strongest teeth are 
found m mouths of negroes brought up 
on sugar plantations, who. from their 
earliest years upward, consume more 
sugar than any other class of people 
whatever. Those at all skeptical of the 
value of this fact have only to look 
round among their personal friends and 
see whether the sugar-eaters or the 
sugar-shminers have the finest teeth, 
and they will find—other things being 
equal—that the sugar-eaters, as a rule, 
have the best teeth. The only possible 
way for accounting for this libel 
against sugar seems to be by suppos¬ 
ing that it originated in the brain of one 
of our economically-inclined great¬ 
grandmothers, at a time when sugar 
wns two shillings a pound, in order to 
prevent her children gratifying their 
cravings for sweets at the expense of 
the contents of the sugar-basin.” 

Doubtless the sweet in sugar may bo 
loo much concentrated for health. It 
would probably be better to get tlie 
sweet from dates, figs, and tlie like, if 
it were obtainable. Hut sugar dis¬ 
solved in water and eaten with bread 
or drank as a beverage. Is no doubt a 
very good substitute for the sweet trop¬ 
ical fruits, of course persons ni(iy eat 
too much of sugar or anything else, and 
an overload of any food will sour and 
decay in the stomach and the acid nitty 
cause decay of the teeth, and tlie 
stomach may become so diseased that 
sugar or anything else will not digest 
properly; but in moderate quantities 
good pure sugar—not painted candies— 
is probably a healthy food for healthy 
persons; and at present prices most j 
people can afford to use It freely. It |

By this is not 
meant the cards which can be found in 
the folders with the departure and ar¬ 
rival of trains, hut the card which is 
the guide of tlie operating force. Pecu¬ 
liar charts are those which the experts 
use in laying out schedules hearing 
closely on every minute of tlie running 
time of trains, and when the completed 
work lias been carefully verified ix-fore 
tlie final printing, no person hut tlie 
one having the work under control 
comprehends the minuteness, tlie de¬ 
tail, the exactness tliat have been em¬ 
ployed in "stringing a time card.” as it 
is technically calk'd. 

Every modern railroad lias a room 
devoted to the stringing of time cards 
aud it is usually tilled with charts set 
up on standards, with roller feet by 
means of which they can lx> moved | 
about on tlie floor. They resemble 
blackboards in make-up, lint tlie sur¬ 
faces are white cardlward finish with 
an occasional variation in colors. These 
charts are double-ruled, longitudinally 
and perpendicularly. The lines run¬ 
ning from right to left are divisions of 
stations and distances. The lines run¬ 
ning tlie other way, from top to bottom 
are the divisions of time. Minutes fig¬ 
ure very extensively in these hues, if 
tlie division is a busy one tlie lines are 
one minute lines. If It is not so busy 
file minutes are accounted for in each 
space. This is a general plan or each 
chart. 

Along the right side of the board arc 
the names or the stations in -egular 
order, say from east to west. For eon 
venlence aud uniformity trains running 
westward commence from tlie top and 
from the westward at the bottom of 
the chart, a fast mail going west 
leaves the terminus, for Instance, under 
tlie existing card, at 7:30 a. u 
reaches its destination at 7:50. In order 
to indicate on the board (lie time of 
leaving each of these stations a string 
Is run from the top of the board to tlie 
station at which the train makes 
next stop.

Is marked with a big pin 
Tlds indicates to tlie clerk making up 
tlie table for tlie printer tliat a meeting 
is tixixl for tliat particular station, ami 
its time is printed in black figures 
about double tlie usual size. When the 
printer has set up aud proved tlie new 
card tlie men reassemble and carefully 
cheek the printed tallies against that 
board. If the slightest variation is dis¬ 
covered it is marked on the proof and 
tlie latter returned to tlie printer. ’Phis 
is done until an absolutely correct table 
is turned out from tlie press. 

Tills is a fair explanation of the trou¬ 
ble It causes tlie employes of a great 
railroad system In tlie 
limnt of tables for the 
trains. The cards thus compiled are 
the result of painstaking effort in the 
superintendent's office, based on the ar¬ 
bitrary natural conditions of the road.

Skating Through the Water. 

You have all heard of tlie boy’ who 
tried to skate on tin* water by fasten¬ 
ing two barrel staves to ids feet, 
haven't you, aud what disaster resulted 
from the experiment ? 

Wei), a clever Eastern inventor has 
made wliat he claims to be a good 
water skate by means of which any 
boy can skate in the water, if not on 
Its surface, and do it very easily and 
comportably. The “water skate” Is 
simply made. It consists merely of a 
thick board cut in the shape of a moc¬ 
casin sole, as shown in the picture. 
Underneath there are two arms or fins. 



which swing in and out on a pivot near 
the trout. Thus when the foot, to 
which the skate has been attached by 
means of straps, is thrust forward the 
two fins remain closed, offering little 
or no resistance to the water. But 
when the stroke forward is finished aud 
the water walker wishes to take anoth¬ 
er step these fins open out and prevent 
the foot from sliding Hack through the 
water. Simple, isn't it? With these 
skates it is said that a boy can main¬ 
tain tlie position of treading water and 
at the same time walk ahead at a good 
rate of sjieed. The skates, being of 
wood, also help to support his weight.

In th«*e imitation jellies tlie most 
prominent substance used for purposes > 
of adulteration is glucose, which, be¬ 
ing far less expensive than sugar, re¬ 
duces tlie cost of production and in¬ 
crease the profit, while the selling 
price is cheapened. Glucose, though 
popularly supposed to lx' harmless, is 
one of the most injurious articles of 
adulteration. It is formed by lKilling 
corn starch with sulphuric acid and 
mixing tlie product with lime. It 
would be difficult to imagine n more 
pernicious compound, even when taken 
ill infinitesimal doses. ’Tlie im port a- 
tious of glucose Increased tenfold dur¬ 
ing the two years from 1875 to 1.877, 
and the rate of increase lias been 
discontinued merely because the pro- 
••ess of production is a simple one and 
extensive establishments for its man- j 
ufactune have been started in the 
Western States. 

There is hardly an article of general 
consumption that may not be adulter¬ 
ated to a greater or less extent, and 
the profits of adulteration are sufficient 
to attract the cupidity of large 
numbers of manufacturers who look 
only to tlie profits they may make in 
their business. In the manufacture of 
baking powders, alum, costing three 
cents a pound, may be substituted for 
cream of tartar, costing thirty or more j 
cents, and, without chemical analysts, 
the sulistiitutian can not bo discovered ! 
save by tlie dyspepsia, colic, and 
heartburn with which tlie victims are 
afflicted. Teas are artificially colored 
with poisonous substances, and cof¬ 
fees are adulterated with chicory, 
which in turn is adulterated with 
injurious materials.
